RITER FOR FAULKNER, A TEAM FOR PARTY 


The amount of preparation that goes into the making of 
stories varies hugely. Being incisive and coherent about 
Novelist William Faulkner, for example, comes only after 
long and tedious labor, made doubly difficult by the fact 
that the best of Faulkner's work is often murky, and the 
man himself is determinedly unapproachable, Back in 1951 
when Robert Coughlan set out to do an article on Faulkner, 
he first had to wade through an attempt to evaluate all the 
novelist’s work and most of the voluminous body of Faulk- 
ner criticism, Then he traveled to Oxford, Miss. to see the 
author personally and try to relate the living man to his 
work. Faulkner, at first hostile about granting an inter- 
view, relented to the extent of chatting with Coughlan for 
something less than an hour. After spending 10 days in 
Oxford talking to Faulkner relatives and hunting compan- 
ions, Coughlan returned to New York to begin the enor- 
mous job of organizing his material—weighing sound 
cal judgment against double-domed bunk, the apocryphal 
against the factual. Before he could get started, Coughlan 


was sent to Europe on another assignment. Over the next 
year parts of the Faulkner article were written between as- 
signments in Rome, Capri, Belgrade and Paris, and when 
he had finished a first draft, Coughlan threw it away and 
started over. Not until he had satisfied himself that his 
cerebration over a period of two years had brought his 
material into proper perspective did Coughlan turn in the 
Faulkner article, the first instalment of which appears on 
pages 118 through 136. 

Ona story like the Marquis de Cuevas’ $100,000 party 
however, preparations are brisk and to the point. Photog 
raphers Frank Scherschel and Robert Doisneau, dressed in 
appropriate 18th Century finery (above), were simply on 
the spot with reporters and equipment to cover what hap- 
pened.

EMPTY CHAIRS, FULL U.N. WEEK 


Everyone expected the U.N.’s eighth General 
‘Assembly to be momentous as it got under way 
last week, but few expected the drama to start 
so soon. A shocking bit of news jolted every 
Iron Curtain delegate and sent a chief Polish 
delegate scurrying to his Russian boss (above) 
with an explanation. He had just learned that 
Red Poland’s first alternate had bolted for free- 
dom. New-y appointed and newly arrived in 
the U.S., the alternate had taken prompt ad- 
vantage of his first access to freedom in seven 
years, snecked out of delegation headquarters 


in a New York hotel and appealed for politi- 
cal asylum in the U.S. 

This melodramatic defection came as Com- 
munism’s second setback in an eventful week. 
Earlier, sneaking an old Russian objective in 
ahead of the regular order of business, Rus- 
sia’s Andrei Vishinsky asked the U.N. to admit 
Red China to membership, but the attempt 
was blocked by a U.S. proposal (passed 44 to 
10) to table the question until next year. 

Meanwhile, the Assembly had been engaged 
in a pleasanter, less controversial task. It 


elected Mme. Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit of India 
its first woman president. In her first few days 
she found herself refereeing the beginning of 
a showdown U.S.Communist battle over the 
forthcoming Korean peace conference. But 
also she found herself presiding at an event 
which could prove a turning point in the 
U.N.’s quarrelsome history. This was a rea- 
soned, reasonable appeal by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, asking Russia to help cre- 
ate “a new world climate” fostering U.N.con- 
trol of “the forces which could destroy us all.”

WISDOM OF THE EAST

ONE MAN'S PART 


Speaking of religion and politics, there is one 
place where they recently became very closely 
linked, Captain Byron Dobbs of Michigan was 
one of the American pilots captured by the 
Communists in Korea and tortured when he 
refused to sign a germ-warfare “confession.” 
‘They made him sit on a sharp stake for hours 
at a time or stand rigidly at attention in 24- 
hour stretches. If he moved a guard hit him 
in the face with a bayonet. Why did he never 
sign the paper? Said Dobbs quietly, “I am 
normally not a religious man. You might call 
me a foxhole Christian. But I did feel that 
the U.N. would live or die on the basis of 
what happened on this peninsula. I felt I 
should do my part.” 
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John Foster Dulles made one of the best 
speeches of his career in the U.N. Assembly 
last week. But it was Jawaharlal Nehru, in 
a simultaneous complaint from New Delhi, 
who really put a spotlight on the essence of 
what Dulles believes. The Indian prime min- 
ister made it clear that the Secretary of State 
is trying to give U.S. foreign policy a moral 
basis worthy of the leadership of the free 
world. 

Before this speech Dulles had been get- 
ting a mixed press at home and a bad one 
abroad. Europeans accused him of “dogma- 
tism,” “inflexibility” and secret plans to 
provoke uprisings against Communism that 
would lead to war. This criticism was greatly 
allayed by Dulles’ speech. The U.N. dele- 
gates praised its “moderation.” Even Paris’ 
Le Monde, usually anti-American, congratu- 
lated him for heeding the counsel of his crit- 
ics and holding open the door to negotia- 
tions with the Soviets. 

Indeed it was a moderate speech. Dulles 
reasoned against the Soviets, but he did not 
curse them. He flattered his appeasement- 
minded listeners by blaming the world’s 
troubles on their own favorite villain: not 
Communism but “international tensions.” 
On many a stormy issue—Korea, Indochina, 
Austria, the H-bomb, disarma- 
ment, the U.N.—he poured the oil of pru- 
dent words. He even reduced the dynamite- 
laden issue of “liberation” to a friendly 
“the U.S. does not want to see 
encircled by hostile peoples. But 
we foresee that unless Soviet policies are 
changed, they will, in their actual operation, 
cisely such surrounding animosity 
ty as Soviet policy understanda- 
bly wants to avoid.” 


While the U.N. delegates were enjoying 
this feast of reason, Nehru had just been de- 
scribing U.S. policy as “ferocious” and “im. 
mature.” He deplored what he called the 
“narrow approach to world affairs . .. that 
bigoted, almost religious approach of ‘either 
you are with us or against . Religion 
is all right when applied to ethics and mor- 
als,” said Nehru, “but is not good mixed 
up with politics.” 

Here was an accusation that no foreign 
statesman, not even Vishinsky, has ventured 
to level at Dulles: that his policies have a 
religious motivation. It served, as no friend- 
lier comment could have, to define what 
Dulles stands for and gave an added serious- 
ness to Dulles’ words. 

“Our hope is,” Dulles said, “that the So- 
viet leaders, before it is too late, will recog- 
nize that love of God, love of country and 
sense of human dignity always survive. Re- 
pressive measures inevitably lead to resent- 
ment and bitterness and perhaps something 
more. That does not come about through ar- 
tificial stimulation, it comes about because 


the Creator endowed all human beings with - 
the spark of spiritual life.” 

Like other traditionally Christian people 
Americans pay much lip service to God and 
eternal truth in their public speech. Some- 
times the words are deadly serious, as on the 
eve of battle. But Dulles and his country are 
now committed not to war but to peace. Into 
the counsels of his workaday peacetime dip- 
plomacy, he is admitting a criterion of abso- 
jute right and wrong. 

There is something here for Americans, 
as well as our allies, to make up their minds 
about. Since Aristotle the science of poli- 
tics has been accounted a branch of eth- 
ics in most countries of the West. Machia- 
velli first explicitly denied this connection. 
He framed a political theory of sheer pow- 
er, which gradually culminated in totalitar- 
ianism. Even nontotalitarian nations prac- 
tice what Philosopher Jacques Maritain calls 
“moderate Machiavellianism.” But in a 
showdown, says Maritain, this weak and at- 
tenuated version “is inevitably destined to 
be vanquished by absolute and virulent Ma- 
chiavellianism,” such as the Communists 
employ. This is a way of saying that the 
struggle between freedom and Communism 
is at bottom a moral and religious struggle. 
If moral truth is excluded from the politics 
of freedom, the case for freedom is clouded 
and its future doubtful. 


Yet there is no harder task than to mix 
morality and politics; to be both wise and 
good, serpent and dove. For the opposite of 
Machiavellian politics is not virtue but self- 
righteousness, the “hypermoralism” of the 
pharisees. George Kennan and others argue 
that hypermoralism (as in the case of Wood- 
row Wilson) has been the curse of Ameri- 
can foreign policy. Europeans are especial- 
ly leery of it. A Frankfort paper recently 
charged Dulles with “puritanism,” which it 
feared would lead to war. ‘The puritan poli- 
tician believes in making the world a better 
place; the realist is satisfied if he can cope 
with reality.” 

Dulles is trying to do both. He is trying 
to put U.S. foreign policy back on an explic- 
itly moral basis, without pharisaism, It is an 
extraordinarily difficult task. The Christian 
statesman must walk a subtle and narrow 
line, He can be obvious only when right and 
wrong are obvious—as it would be obvious- 
ly wrong for Red China to win a seat in the 
U.N. as a reward for aggression. 

Will the American people uphold Dulles’ 
hand in his hard task? Christianity teaches 
that eternal truths and the problems of this 
world cannot be kept separate. Americans 
are practical, but they are not at home with 
Machiavelli. A moral foreign policy is the 
only kind that will suit them in the long 
run. It is also the only kind that will surely

For most of his 46 years Kenneth Callahan (right, in his stu- 
dio) has lived within sight of the Cascade mountains near 
Seattle, and their craggy contours and somber tones have 
dominated his art. As a student he traveled to Europe, later 
worked on a boat plying between San Francisco and Hawaii, 
but in between he always returned to Seattle. It was not, how- 
ever, until he became a fire lookout during the war, stationed 
in a fog-shrouded post on a mountaintop, that he began to 
sense the symbolic aspects of the natural forces that sur- 
rounded him, The turbulent clouds suggested the unending 
struggle of humanity, while the rocky slabs below symbolized 
the social bonds and customs imprisoning men. These themes 
Callahan has since incorporated into all his work (opposite 
page).

THE REAL ANDRE 


New book exposes gallant spy as fun-loving rake and ruthless soldier 


an 18th Century 
n effete, poetic pose. 


during the American Revolution, has always come off in 
handsome and honorable fashion. Acclaimed as a genteel, 
gallant soldier, he is supposed to have been only an inno- 
cent agent in Arnold’s treasonable schemes. Monuments 
have been erected to his memory in both Britain and the 
U.S. But today an American historian, James Thomas Flex- 
ner, has come up with a new and decidedly ungallant pic- 
ture of André, In a book entitled The Traitor and the Spy 
(Harcourt, Brace and Company, $5.75), based on docu- 
ments unearthed between England and Australia, Flexner 
reveals André as 1) a licentious rake who carried on flirta- 
tions with countless ladies of Philadelphia and 2) as a vi 
lent anti-Revolutionary who advocated the most brutal 
and ruthless means of achieving victory for Britain. 
Although this harsh image accurately represents André 
in his maturity, the legendary picture is more in keeping 
with André in his youth. Born in 1750, the son of a Swiss 


merchant who had settled in London, André went to work 
in his father’s countinghouse when he was 17. But he was 
much more inclined to the arts than to trade and most of 
his free time was spent in the company of a poctess, Anna 
Seward, and her willowy protégée, Honora Sneyd, whose 
portrait he painted and for whom he composed lyrical 
poems. Though enamored of Anna, André became engaged 
to Honora. But in 1770 the engagement abruptly ended 
and soon after André joined the Royal Welsh Fusiliers. 
Army life proved to be little more to André’s liking than 
the countinghouse. To avoid the monotony of the bar- 
racks, he maneuvered an opportunity to get advanced mil- 
itary training at Géttingen, Germany, where he once more 
was able to move in cultural circles. But this leisurely, lit- 
erary life came to a sudden end when his regiment was 
ordered to Canada. André’s poct friends regretted to see 
“a man of nearly womanlike modesty and gentleness” ban- 
ished to the wilds of North America and André himself 
dreaded the move. But in 1774 he sailed for the New World.

Farther north there is the sound of gun- 
fire. The aerialist swings in a favoring current 
and views a wild scene: horsemen galloping, 
Negroes stampeding toward a river, an old 
woman burying treasure, boys crouched in 
the bushes shooting at a Yankee soldier, the 
old woman being shot, the same boys tracking 
her assassin, flaying him and nailing his skin 
to the door of acotton compress. But amidst all 
the tumult the overpowering figure of Colonel 
John Sartoris is seen in actions of amazing 
initiative and gallantry. He raises a regiment 
in Jefferson and gallops off to Manassas; de- 
moted by his own men, who elect an upstart 
named Sutpen to his command, he returns to 
Jefferson, raises a new troop and gallops off 
again, this time to serve with General For- 
rest’s raiders. The Civil War over, he disci- 
plines the carpethaggers, builds a railroad the 
length of the county and is shot dead by a 
scoundrel. 

The colonel’s heirs live on in the shadow 
of his memory. His son becomes president of 
the bank in Jefferson and dies of heart failure 
brought on by the reckless driving of his 
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FAULKNER'S HOME in Oxford is this pre-Civil War mansion which he has 
lovingly and gradually restored from decrepitude almost to its original elegance.

great-grandson. His grandson is scarcely seen, living only long 
enough to marry and produce this great-grandson and his twin 
brother, both of whom are pilots in the first World War. One twin 
is killed in France. The other, obsessed with this event and blam- 
ig himself for it, lives in spiritual torment and at last kills himself 
testing an experimental airplane. 

Off to the northwest there is a commotion in the forest: wild, 
naked Negroes felling trees, heaving and sweating, dragging huge 
logs, sawing them into boards, at last rearing a splendid house sur- 
rounded by a lovely park and sweeping fields. A big, grim-faced 
man gallops about on horseback: he is Sutpen, the same who 
would (later) oust Colonel Sartoris from the command of the 
regiment. He must build a dynasty and this great house to shelter 
it but his plans are doomed. Sutpen disowns his first son when he 
discovers that there is Negro blood in the mother's family. The 
son falls in love with Sutpen’s daughter by a second marriage and 
is killed by his half-brother who becomes a fugitive. Coming home 
years later, the half-brother dies in a fire that consumes the house. 
Sutpen meantime, ruined by the Civil War but still hoping for a 
son to whom he can pass his name and ambitions, seduces the 
granddaughter of a squatter and is killed by him. 

In the far north at the county there is the wilderness. Indians 
can be seen in their villages, then the Indians disappear and white 
men and boys come and set up camps and hunt for game (especially 
for one huge, crafty old bear), and then the wilderness itself dis- 
appears as the timber companies move in. The aerialist drifts 
south again and hovers over Jefferson, that deceptively quiet 
town. There Temple Drake can be seen, married now and working 
out a tortured sequel to her earlier mishaps. Here and there on the 
streets is a Compson or a Sartoris or a friend of those families, an 
Edmonds, De Spain or McCaslin, but the town seems to be over- 
run with Snopeses. The Snopeses are everywhere, even in the 
Sartoris bank. Odd and terrible things are happening. Joe Christ- 
mas, illegitimate and probably part Negro, is put in an orphanage, 
then adopted by a stern and righteous farmer and his wife. Joe 
beats the farmer and steals the wife’s savings, has an affair with 
the spinster descendant of Yankees, kills her and is pursued around 
the county and captured. His own grandfather incites a mob to 
lynch him. But he escapes, only to be hunted down by a patriotic 
young man named Percy Grimm who shoots and mutilates him. 

Meantime a girl named Lena Grove, pregnant by Christmas’ 
partner in the bootlegging business, has journeyed on foot from 
Alabama to find him so he can claim the child. But he flees and 
she goes to Tennessee with her baby. 

Here too is seen Lucas Beauchamp, an old Negro accused of 
murder and about to be lynched. But he is saved by the courage of 
a white boy, a Negro boy and an old maid. And here also, among 
many other scenes of horror and bravery, can be found an old 
woman who, fearing that her husband would leave her, has killed 
him and has dressed him in his best and laid him on his bed and 
keeps him thus until he becomes a mummy.

with relief—are the literary invention of William Faulkner, who 
is their “sole proprietor.” The stories sketched above in briefest 
outline form part of the subject matter of these of his works, in 
order: The Hamlet, Sanctuary, As I Lay Dying, The Sound and the 
Fury, The Unvanquished, Sartoris, Absalom, Absalom!, The Bear, 
Requiem for a Nun, Light in August, Intruder in the Dust, and his 
most famous short story, 4 Rose for Emily. 

If Jefferson and Yoknapatawpha County bear a resemblance in 
many details to Lafayette County, Miss. and its county seat of Ox- 
ford, where Faulkner lives, it is still true, however one may feel 
about the events he makes happen there, that in inventing them 
he has achieved one of the most impressive feats of imagination 
modern literature. His accomplishment was recognized most 
notably in 1950 when he received the Nobel Prize for literature. 
He has been given many other honors, among them the William 
Dean Howells Medal of the American Academy of Arts and Let- 
ters and the rank of Officer in the French Legion of Honor. 

Faulkner has accepted these testimonials laconically, with few 
signs of pleasure or even of interest. While speaking well of the 
Nobel Prize, it was only under great family and official pressure 
that he consented to travel to Sweden to receive it. He dislikes 
“literary” events, especially when they involve him as a principal, 
and “literary people,” especially those who wish to discuss his 
books with him. Nor does he feel any warmth for his readers, 
whose opinions and, indeed, whose existence is a matter of indif- 
ference to him except as they contribute to his royalties. He dis- 
likes publicity or public notice and any attempt to penetrate his 
privacy is met with an irascible and incendiary anger. A world fig- 
ure whose name, at least, must be known to nearly all literate peo- 
ple, he has remained an elusive personality about whom even most 
of his friends know little. 

Yet it is no more possible for Faulkner to remain inconspicuous 
than it would be to build a wall around the Grand Canyon. His 
books—labyrinthine, grandiose, terrifying, grotesque and beauti- 
ful—are no longer his but have become a part of the literary land- 
scape of his country, like Melville's and Poe's. Because he has 


created them, he does not belong entirely to himself. 
1AM FAULKNERis a small, wiry man of 56 with close-cropped 
‘on-gray hair, an upswept mustache of a darker color, a 
thin, high-bridged aquiline nose, heavy-lidded and deeply set brown 
in which melancholy, calculation and humor variously are 
flected, and a face tanned and webbed, especially near the eyes, 
ith the creases and lines and tiny tracings of advancing middle 
age and the erosion of many days spent in the open in all weathers, 
He is entirely self-possessed, with a manner easy, courteous, spec- 
ulative and deadly. He is a quiet man; yet when he is at ease, with 
his short legs outstretched and a blackened pipe in his thin lips, 
and perhaps a drink at his elbow, he is like a somnolent cat who 
still in the wink of an eye could kill a mouse. Faulkner does not 
look or act like what he is. He acts like a farmer who has studied 
Plato and looks like a river gambler. In his appearance there is 
something old-fashioned, even archaic. 

Oxford, like Faulkner's it imaginary town of Jefferson, lies in the 
northern part of Mississippi and has a population of about 4,000, 
It is intensely and unmistakably a town of the deep South, not 
only in its appearance but in its smells, its manners and morals, 
the speech and properties of its citizens. Faulkner lives in one of 
its most beautiful houses, built circa 1840 by an Irish planter re- 
membered as Colonel Shegog. It had fallen into terrible decay, but 
Faulkner gradually has restored it since he bought it in 1930 and 
now it is in good shape, although several rooms remain to be 
done over. 

The house sits at the edge of town in large grounds. To the rear 
are a brick coach house and various smaller structures of brick 
and wood, including a smokehouse and what probably were slave 
quarters. To the right and to the rear of the side gallery are gar- 
dens, arbors and terraces, the weedy relics of an age of formal 
grandeur. The house is approached through a large grove of old 
and very tall cedars, which cast deep shade on the lichened lawn 
and on the curving drive which Faulkner has broken with ruts, so 
as to discourage people from coming to see him. He and his wife 
Estelle live there all through the year, except when Faulkner 
leaves on one of his visits to Hollywood or New York, and are 
joined during school vacation by their 20-year-old daughter Jill, 
their only child, now studying at the University of Mexico. 

It seems to a visitor that Oxford, the house and the physical 
aspect of Faulkner himself are a continuum, that they have the

organic relationship of a bird in a tree in a woods or a frog on a log 
in a swamp. The town in turn is organic to the state, and Missis- 
sippi, undoubtedly, is organic to the South. Faulkner in his setting 
is thus like a good if romantic painting in which every element is 
conceived in proportion and with harmony of line and color. 

This conception, to be complete, needs a family: for the sense 
of family is deeply felt in the South and is a separate dimension. 
Faulkner's mother is locally known as “Miss Maud” Falkner. (The 
printer of his first book inadvertently added a ‘‘u” to the name, an 
odd coincidence, since this actually had been its original spelling, 
and Faulkner kept it that way.) Miss Maud is a spry, engaging lit- 
tle woman in her late 70s, an enthusiastic amateur painter, chureh- 
goer and at the same time the greatest admirer of the writing of her 
oldest son “Billy.” She lives in a comfortable house on South 
Lamar Street, the principal street of the town, where Billy general- 
ly goes to see her every da 

Down the street from Miss Maud, fronting on the square with 
its fine old domed and porticoed white courthouse, is the law office 
of Judge Falkner, Billy’s Uncle John Wesley Thompson Falk- 
ner II, the brother of his dead father. Uncle John has a son, 
J.W.T. IV, who is U.S. marshal of the northern district of - 
sippi. The intervening numeral belongs to John Wesley Thompson 
Faulkner III, William’s brother, who is also a novelist (Men Il ork- 
ing, Dollar Cotton, Chooky) and who changed the spelling of the 
family name to agree with William’s when he, too, be to write, 
To avoid confusion, he is known as “Johnsie.” A second brother 
Murry C., known as Jack, lives in New Orleans, where he is an BI 
man, A third brother, Dean, was killed in 1935 while barnstorming 
in a plane that belonged to William. 

Along with these immediate relatives, William Faulkner also 
has numerous first, second, third and fourth cousins in and near 
Oxford, such as Mrs. Bob Williams, a first cousin whose hushand is 
a former mayor of the town. In addition, through Estelle, \ 
comes from one of Oxford’s old and leading families, he is rela 
to many other people. Thus it can be seen that the roots twine and 
interweave and that the family, too, is organic with the town, the 
house and its occupant. 
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UNCLE JOHN, “Judge” Falkner, 
is 73, still practices law in Oxford. 
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All of this can be observed or is a matter of record. Where the 
continuum breaks is in the character and personality of William 
Faulkner himself. He prefers to be an enigma and one can believe 
that he will always remain one, even to himself, for his incon- 
sistencies go beyond artistic license or mere eccentricity. His is not 
a split personality but rather a fragmented one, loosely held to- 
gether by some strong inner force, the pieces often askew and some- 
times painfully in friction. It is to ease these pains, one can gue: 
that he escapes periodically and sometimes for periods of weeks 
into alcoholism, until his drinking has become legendary in the 
town and in his profession, and hospitalization and injections have 
on occasion been necessary to save his life. After one of these epi- 
sodes he returns for a relatively long period to an existence of calm 
sobriety: he is not an alcoholic but perhaps more accurately an 
alcoholic refugee, self-pursued. 

The war within can be seen in many aspects. He is thoughtful 
of others and oblivious of others; he is kind and he is cruel; he is 
courtly and he is cold; he is a philosopher at large who has no inte- 
grated philosophy; he loves the South and feels revulsion for the 
South; he is a self-effacii ing but vain man who longed for recogni- 
tion and rebuffed it when it came; a man of integrity who has con- 
tributed to a false legend about himself. Of muc fh more serious im- 
portance, he is a great writer and a bad writer. His best work ranks 
with the best in the world, and his worst ranks, if not with the 
worst, then with the merely mediocre, with the potboilers and self- 
conscious effusions of experimental Art—"‘flagpole sitting,” as he 
had called it—which he (or one part of him) scorns. 


The Faulkner-Sartoris saga 


of the virtues of Faulkner's best work is its sense of the 

past, so that every event is seen in deep perspective, colored 
and shaded like a forest floor, where today’s growth feeds and 
blooms on the refuse of the past and will itself become food for 
the future. This derives from his own sense of the past: the past 
of the South, of his county and town and e y of his family. 
For the Sartoris family, whose exploits and agonies occupy one 
novel and one volume of short stories and who appear as leading or 
supporting characters in many of the other works, have a basis 
reality. They are, in fact, the Falkners (or Faulkners), as seen from 
William Faulkner's point of view and as molded by him to suit the 
needs of fiction. 

Like any contemporary Sartoris, William Faulkner can be com- 
prehended only in relation to far-off events, not simply those of 
his own childhood but of generations preceding. He is the product 
and to some extent the victim of circumstances whose beginning 
can be dated in 1839 with a characteristic scene of Faulknerian 
violence. 

In that year (as it is told in the Falkner family) William Cuthbert 
Faulkner, his great-grandfather, then aged 14, quarreled with his 
younger brother James, bloodied his head with a hoe, and was so 
severely whipped by his father that he ran away from home (this 
was in Missouri, whither the parents had migrated from Tennessee) 
to Ripley, Miss. There he had an uncle, a schoolteacher named 
John Wesley Thompson. He arrived after many difficulties to find 
that his uncle was in jail at Pontotoc, the county seat, charged 
with murder. 

While the boy sat on the steps of Benjamin Anderson’s tavern, 
dirty and tired and sunk in discouragement, a little girl named 
Elizabeth Vance noticed him and asked if she could be of help. 
When he answered that he would like a glass of water, she ran 
home to get it and told her mother about the “little old tramp 
boy.” The mother went to investigate, and upon learning his name 
and why he was there invited him in, for she and her husband were 
friends of Thompson’s. They fed him and washed his clothes and 
next morning sent him by stagecoach to the county seat. But the 
little girl felt a proprietary interest in him and when he was leaving 
she began to cry. It is related that young William embraced her 
and said, “Never you mind, Lizzy. When you grow up, I'm a’comin? 
back here and get you and marry you!” 

At Pontotoc his uncle arranged for the boy to be fed and lodged 
until the trial was over. Thompson was acquitted and took William 
into his home at Ripley and treated him as his son. While in jail 
Thompson had read law and afterward set himself up as a lawyer. 
William worked as his clerk, studied law and finally became his un- 
cle’s partner. He married a Knoxville girl named Holland Pearce 
and they had a son, John Wesley Thompson Faulkner. But Hol- 
land Pearce soon died and when the Mexican War came William 
volunteered as a private. He was a captain when he came back at 
the war’s end and, as the ranking officer, led a grand ball in honor of 
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the local veterans. The young lady selected to lead it with him, a for- 
mer resident of Ripley and at that time “a distinguished guest” 
visiting in the town, was Elizabeth Vance. And so he again met 
“Lizzy,” grown up and a beauty. They fell in love and were married. 

Here, obviously, is material fora nov- 
el, or for a family legend, embellished in 
the Southern fashion, filled out with 
detail and colored in the telling and re- 
telling until it assumes the flavor and 
dimensions of a saga or even a myth. 
But Great-grandfather William had at 
this stage barely begun his career. The 
legend was to grow and grow. 

With the outbreak of the Civil War 
he raised a volunteer regiment, the 2nd 
Mississippi, and rode off at its head to 
take part in the first Battle of Bull Run. 
Evidently he was a daring soldier, but 
the same hot temper that had started his 
adventures remained unchecked and he 
made enemies among his men. At the 
yeatly election of officers they chose an- 
other leader and demoted him fromcom- 
mand. Thereupon he rode back to Rip- 
ley, raised another regiment of volunteers, the 7th Mississippi Cav- 
alry, and galloped off, again a colonel, to serve with gallantry 
under the command of Nathan Bedford Forrest. 

Afterward he came back to his law practice and took a leading 
part in the reconstruction of Ripley and 
its surrounding Tippah County. Soon— 
by 1868—he had conceived the idea 
which was to dominate the rest of his 
life and which eventually would cause 
his death. He decided to build a railroad 
to link Ripley with the commerce of the 
middle South, up to Middleton, Tennes- 
sce, and with that purpose enlisted a 
partner named Richard J. Thurmond, a 
local banker and lawyer. In 1872 the 
road was finished. It was hardly a North- 
ern Pacific—a narrow gauge line 
miles, with rolling stock for o1

trains—but while smaller than itis made 
to seem in the Faulkner family annals, 


the times and circumstances. With his 
prosperous law practice, his political in- 
terests and his distinguished military 
record, it established Colonel Faulkner 
unquestionably as one of the state's 
first citizens. 

Probably it was about this time—the family records are not clear 
—that the colonel changed the spelling of his name. There were, so 
the story goes, “some no-good people named Faulkner down around 
Pontotoc” and, as Colonel Faulkner's prestige grew, so did his irri- 
tation at being asked if he were relat- 
ed to them. Finally he dropped the “u 
becoming Falkner, to put an end to it, 

To his already full life he now added 
In 1880 he produced The 
White Rose of Memphis, a melodramatic 
novel that became one of the great popu- 
lar successes of its era: it sold 160,000 
copies and ran through 35 editions, and 
was reissued again only last spring. Two 
years later he wrote The Little Brick 
Church, designed as “an answer to Uncle 
Tom's Cabin from the South.” In 1884 
he brought out Rapid Ramblings in Eu- 
rope. He wrote these books, and his 
essays and poems and letters to the edi- 
tor and a great quantity of personal cor- 
respondence, usually at night, in his 
office, with his faithful body servant 
Nathan to whisk away the flies and sup- 
ply him with the bourbon whisky which he consumed in large 
amounts. He often worked well past midnight, and then, to relax 
his mind and body for sleep, frequently bowled for half an hour or s0 
on thealley he had set up in his front yard, with Nathan as pin boy. 

Writing was only a pastime, however. The railroad remained

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his preoccupation, becoming finally almost an obsession. In 1887- 
88 he and Thurmond had “extended the line south to Pontotoc. 
His ultimate goal was Gulfport, far to the southeast. Thurmond 
objected and, since he was as strong-willed and short-tempered as 
the colonel, their argument developed into a rancorous feud. It 
was finally agreed that they would draw lots, the winner to buy out 
the loser at the latter’s own price. Thurmond lost and set his price 
so high that no one imagined Falkner could pay it. But he sent 
couriers around the town and county to all the members of his old 
7th Cavalry. From their small private caches, from fruit jars, 
strongboxes and secret chimney recesses came enough so that, to- 
ether with the money he could borrow in New York against his 
own half-interest, he could meet the payment, with less than a 
thousand dollars to spare. Soon afterward he ran for the state legis- 
lature so that he could steer a rate increase bill through its course. 

Thurmond filed against him for the legislature and lost. A few 
hou ter the election results were announe ed, Falkner was pass- 
ing Thurmond’s office. Just outside the door he was stopped by 
several of Thurmond’s henchmen. They said they wanted to con- 
gratulate him. He chatted with them for a few moments and then 
(according to the Falkner family version) turned to see Thurmond 
standing inside the doorway leveling a pistol at him. The shot 
struck him in the mouth and the ball lodged in his throat. He 
died that night. 

Thurmond was tried for murder but pleaded self-defense and 
produced witnesses to swear that Colonel Falkner had drawn first. 
The town considered this credible, as he had shot and killed other 
men over antagonisms less deep than he felt for Thurmond. The 
trial resulted in acquittal and Thurmond moved to North Carolina 
where he made a new fortune in textiles. 


Always the heroes 
\ ,\ 7 t1u1am FautKner’s readers will have no difficulty in identify- 


ing Colonel Falkner as the Colonel John Sartoris of Sartoris, 
The Unvanquished and various other novels and stories. It is all 
there, colored and modeled, naturally, in the interests of fiction 
and magnified to heroic proportions, so that Colonel Sartoris be- 
comes the quintessence of his time and class, yet perhaps no more 
magnified in the fiction than in the Falkner family. A friend of the 
family has observed, “The Falkner men are always the heroes 
and the Falkner women the heroines of their own stories.” Colo- 
nel Falkner had been dead eight years when his great-grandson and 
namesake was born. He had been long since enshrined as a house- 
hold deity, and the books and stories show that he was among the 
strongest influences of William Faulkner's life. 

William Faulkner descends from him through the line of John 
Wesley Thompson Falkner, the only child of Holland Pearce. 
John was known as “the young colonel,” an honorary title which, 
it is explained in the Falkner family, he “inherited” from his fa- 
ther, who is referred to as “the old colonel.” John Wesley Thomp- 
son Falkner married Sallie Murry and had three children, a girl 
named Holland and known as “Ante” (pronounced Aunt T), a 
boy named John Wesley Thompson Falkner (“J.W.T. II,” now 
Judge Falkner of Oxford), and Murry. The latter married Maud 
Butler of Oxford and becamé the father of four sons, among whom 
the first was William Faulkner, born on Sept. 25, 1897 at New 
Albany, Union County, about 35 miles from Oxford. 

How the Falkners moved from New Albany to Oxford, an event 
of considerable importance in literary history—since otherwise, 
presumably, the Jefferson of the stories would resemble New 
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Albany and would be populated by a different cast of characters— 
forms still another epic of Sartoris-Falkner derring-do. As it is 
related in the family, a druggist named Walker made a slurring 
remark about Antee and this was brought to the attention of 
Murry. Enountering Walker on the street, Murry slapped him 
across the face and informed him that he would come to the drug- 
store that night to thrash him. When he arrived, he went first to 
buy a headache powder from a clerk. Turning to look for Walker, 
he saw him standing behind him with a raised pistol. Walker fired 
and Murry was hit in the mouth, exactly as the old colonel had 
been, even losing the same teeth. He fell to the floor, whereupon 
Walker emptied both barrels of a shotgun into his back. 

His father, the young colonel, was in Oxford at the time but 
galloped back when he heard the news, cornered Walker in a 
hardware store, grabbed the lapels of his coat with one hand and 
with the other emptied a horse pistol at him. But all six shots mis- 
fired, and Walker managed to break free, draw his gun and shoot 
the young colonel. 

Somehow, in spite of all the gun play no one was very seriously 
wounded. Because of this and the court's inability or unwilling- 
ness to fix the blame in an affair of honor, all parties were allowed 
to go unpunished. At this point Murry’s wife, Miss Maud, made 
the historic decision. There had been enough shooting, she said, 
and if they stayed in New Albany there was sure to be more, 
she was moving the whole family to Oxford; and she did.

great-granddaddy’ 


HE first home there was a fine old house on Van Buren Ave- 
nue, with stained glass in the windows and huge oak trees on a 
long expanse of green lawn, When William was about five they 
moved to a house on South Lamar, a few doors away and acros 
from the young colonel’s mansion; near also to the house where 
Miss Maud now lives; and near the Oldhams, whose eldest daugh- 
ter Estelle was to become William’s youthful sweetheart and later 
his wife. In this house he passed his boyhood, and for the most 
part these years seem to have been unexceptional. He played base- 
Fall, worked practical jokes on his younger brothers and other 
playmates, shot pedestrians with a pistol full of “stink 
water” from the gallery of his uncle J.W.T. II's second-floor office 
and was kept home from the circus that day because of it. He 
roamed and fished and hunted in the woods and fields. He was a 
fair-to-good student but liked to draw pictures in his books, and 
drew them so well that the family predicted that he had inherited 
an “artistic bent” from his grandmother Butler (Miss Maud’s 
mother, an amateur sculptr 3s) and would turn out to be a painter. 
But his own ambition was different and evidently was formed while 
he was very young. When the teacher would ask the children to 
stand up and tell the class what they wanted to be when they grew 
up, Billy—Leo Calloway, his seat mate in the third grade, now a 
rural mail carrier, remembers that it was always the same—would 
rise and say, “I want to be a writer like my great-granddaddy.” 
And looking back now, his family can see. as his uncle J.W.T. II 
says, “He never was nothin’ but a writer.” The quality that is 
called creativeness in a writer is closely akin to lying and, in turn, 
to what in children is called “imagination.” Billy was a storyteller 
of such precocity that even then he could use the gift to avoid 
unpleasant work: his playmates did his chores while he entertained 
them with tales. His cousin Sally, Antee’s daughter, remembers, “It 
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FAULKNER continueo 


got so that when Billy told you something, you never knew if it was 
the truth or just something he’d made up.” Perhaps the real world 
and the world of imagination have never since that time been really 
separated in Faulkner's mind, and what might be exaggeration or 
broken promises or even lying in others can be equated in him, as 
undoubtedly he equates it, with personal honesty. 

This imagination could not fail to be deeply stirred by the sto- 
ries of the old colonel; nor, later, could it be unmoved by the con- 
trast between the present and the past, a contrast not only in the 
physical aspect of the land and forests, and not only in the spirit 
that marked the old colonel’s time and his own, but in the situa- 
tion of his family, The young colonel (the elder Bayard Sartoris 
of the stories) was a venerable figure of Faulkner’s childhood, a 
dignified and also an exceptionally stubborn man of whom it has 
been said, “When he was sot, a meetin’ house wasn’t no sotter.” 
He improved and extended the railroad and branched out in Oxford 
as a local capitalist, becoming president of the First National Bank. 
When he lost control of it to a shrewd back-country financier 
named Joe Parks (Bayard’s loss of the Sartoris bank to Flem Snopes 
is mentioned in several stories), he withdrew all his money and, 
so the legend goes, put it in a water bucket, carried it across the 
courthouse square and deposited it in the rival bank. He was a 
heavy drinker, and nearly every year, an event almost as pre- 
dictable as an equinox, he would order his bags packed, mount his 
fine carriage, and be driven off by his Negro body servant Ned to 
the Keeley Institute for the “cure.” He was chivalrous, honorable 
and brave, but for all that, he was by no means the man his 
father had been. 

In his younger son Murry, William Faulkner's father, the fire 
that drove the old colonel had burnt itself almost to an ash. 

The old instincts were there, as evidenced in the affair of the cad- 
dish druggist, but they were feeble. He dropped out of his class at 
Ole Miss, worked fitfully at a number of jobs, excelling at none, 
and became a conductor on the family railroad. Th is job at 
the time William was born. After the move to Oxford he went into 
the livery business and ran a stable for 10 years. Then he spent 
eight years in the hardware business. Finally in 1918 he was ap- 
pointed secretary and business manager at Ole Miss, and held that 
job until his death. He was a kind, good-humored man who made a 
living and had some admirable qualities. On the other hand he 
was not even a pale carbon of his grandfather, and the circum- 
stances under which he and his family lived differed greatly from 
the aura of physical and spiritual grandeur in which the old col- 
onel had moved. 

Looking around him at other Oxford families, William Faulkner 
could see that this was not unusual, that what had happened to the 
Faulkners evidently was part of a larger socio-historical event. To 
a considerable extent his books seem to be an attempt to grope 
through to an explanation of this event. 


A guide to Faulkner's books 


'T has been a process often inconsistent in purpose, in method, 
I in thought and in the literary quality of its results. Reading the 
hooks is a good deal like mining for gold. The finest ones are The 
Sound and the Fury, As I Lay Dying, Light in August and The 
Hamlet. The worst are Mosquitoes, Pylon and the novelette called 
The Wild Palms. The intervening strata are occupied by Soldier's 
Pay and Sartoris, both competent but undistinguished; Absalom, 
Absalom, a long, undisciplined and difficult novel with patches of 
splendid writing: Sanctuary, Faulkner's most famous book, rough- 
ly half gold and half dross; its sequel, Requiem for a Nun, his 
recent book, mostly trash: Intruder in the Dust, a good mys- 
story badly confuss d by Faulkner’ 's theories on the race prob- 
lem in the South; The Bear, a fine symbolic nature story marred 
by a turgid and discursive ending; Old Man, another novelette, a 
great story of a convict adrift on a Mississippi flood; and the many 
short stories, some of them, like A Rose for Emily and Red Leaves, 
as superb in their medium as his best novels, some others pointless 
or dull or both. 

In Faulknet 


s writing, life has no meaning except to the indi- 
vidual. There is no moral law beyond what in an older day might 
have been called “the code of the gentleman”: “courage and honor 
and pride, and pity and love of justice and of liberty.” But to keep 
this code brings no rewards beyond self-respect, it brings no sal- 
vation, no protection, for the “good” and “bad” characters are 
damned impartially to futility. The rare exceptions are made usu- 
ally for “bad” people, who triumph over what, in any ordinary 
lexicon, would be called virtue. 

Yet, while so often rewarding the “bad” and penalizing or frus- 
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FAULKNER continue 


trating the “good,” Faulkner usually leaves no doubt as to who is 
who. A substantial part of his work is concerned with the theme, 
of Sartoris vs. Snopes. The Sartoris family and their like are the 
leaders of the old South, sometimes weak and sometimes wrong 
but fundamentally good, noble and brave, while the Snopeses and 
their allies have arisen largely from the former poor whites, who 
by deceit and greed have gradually taken the power that the Sar- 
torises once maintained. It is not, however, a simple contest be- 
tween good and evil, for the Sartorises themselves are stained. It 
was they who brought slavery to the South and this great sin, in| 

Faulkner’s mystical reckoning, has 
had to be expiated: their defeat in 
the Civil War, the ordeal of Recon- 
struction, the emotional and moral 
decadence that has overtaken them, 
leaving them helpless before the on- 
slaught of the Snopeses, are all 
beads of penance on a rosary that 
has no end. 

Faulkner has occasionally seemed 
to have intimations of God, but 
these are so yague in his work that 
evidently they have no relevance to 
any major theme. Instead it is the 
land itself that has imposed the pen- 
ance. Slavery put a curse on th 
land, and the land put a curse o 
the Sartorises which can be lift 
only (if ever) by generations o! 
damnation. Meantime what Faulk- 
ner calls the “legal fiction” of own 
ership of the land has fallen to the 
Snopeses, who cut its forests, let 
erode and its rivers silt, 

ing from it and giv 
until, for instance, Missis- 
sippi has become the poorest statd 
per capita in the Union, But th 
land takes its retribution against th 
Snopeses, by making them hollow 
men and women, as impotent emo: 

ly and spiritually as Popeye, 
nopesian city gunman in Sano 
impotent physically. 
Thus the land itself, the living 
earth, is hero, God and protagonist in Faulkner’s work as a whole| 
“People don’t own land,” one of his characters says, “It's th 
land that owns the people.” If Faulkner has a philosophy this may 
be its distillation, although it is less a philosophy than a mystiquel 
ind of religious revelation. 

The grand exploits of the early Sartorises, as well as th 
decay of the younger ones, the growth of the disease of Snopes 
ism, the cannibalizing of both Sartorises and inattentive Snopes 
by aggressive Snopeses, the stories of hill families and dedicat 
barbers, animals and children and Negroes, college girls and sher: 

nviets and preachers, lawyers and gamblers and bootlegge 

and sewing machine salesmen and hunters and all the other im. 
mense cast of characters Faulkner has assembled, and the rape} 
robbery, incest, murder, suicide, fratricide, dope addiction, alco 
holism, idiocy, insanity, grave robbery, miscegenation, necro} 

ilia, adultery, fornication, prostitution, lynching, treachery] 
shness, ingratitude, horror, gallantry and courage which em| 
bellish his plots are not the recordings of a naturalist, but are thi 
symbolic expressions of Faulkner's outrage and revulsion at wha| 
he conceived to be the tragedy of William Faulkner, of the Sout} 
and of Man.
